Mr. Jones, 
however, had generously consented to occupy 
th* chair for thi I evening, ao that no 
inoonvanlsnco would reault from the absence of the 
chairman. Th* only tray to account for Mr. AruDld'a 
absence, waa lo auppoae that he bad gone home with 
th* view of rttuiulbft this evening, and thst he was 
detained hy tome socldent or pressing emergency. 

Mr. 0AMPBHLL again rose. He laid it Wis per. 
haps expected that ht ihould make a few remarks in 
retsrc.no* to tht position which ha now occupied In that 
Houaa. Ha an* snr* that in uktng Ibe the indul- 
gence of ih* Houaa In taking upon mmtalf tha new 
dulls* whioh, aa Finance Minuter, devolved upon him, 
ha would not tak in vara.

If the (JoTBmmeni had honestly eiid thit they had

A BnrTejor- 
General has been found who (undertakes 
to Burrey the whole colony tor nicepr.nce 
an acre, and who fortificn hit promi in by a 
reference to the. fact that he baa anrreyed land 
in New Zealand at sixpence an acre. New 
Zealand certainly ia not an easy coantry to 
iiurty, and what hu been done there might 
be repeated in Victoria at a cost increased only 
by the ectra price of labour. Mr. Lrni.it is 
said to be a pupil of Colonel Dawsob's, by 
whom he wa« sent to New Zealand. Colonel 
Dawsox, if we mistake not, was consult pd try 
the Hirst cflroifliaiionrjri of the uolony of Sooth 
A.risirslia, and proposed his method of surrey 
to them.

Colonel Dawjom'p system of surrey, if we 
uadsretsnd it rightly, consttt* in running a 
series of efjo.iiHita.nt parallel straight lines 
urait the country, intersected at equal distances 
hy transverse para Hp It at right angles, thus 
dividing the whole area into a number of aqnaret.

In this colony the demand for land 
la very scattered. Though it may be 
considerable In the agijregete, it Is 
very limited in each locality, To suit {mn 
diate requirements there ia wanted not so much 
a *id*-*4Ptepisg tnmy that should eihauat a 
principality — aa a number of independent sur- 
veys of a few sections hare, and a few sections 
there, to meet the view* of individual ■ettlers, 
The persons who tre desirous of purchasing 
land do not want to be alt tumped down 
together. It ia not merely land, but land in 
their particular locality that they want. It is 
thi* demand for irolntei turveyi that call* for 
to many surveyors, inasmuch as a small staff 
which, if working compactly, oould get over a 
good deal of ground, can do hut oompAritivtlly 
W '.a if time has to be wasted b travelling from 
plati* to place. 

Mr LrsAR hae probably underrated the cost 
of carrying out his scheme tn Victoria, and es- 
pecially the extra cose of ranking it St into th* 
eiuling survey* wherever be abuts upon them. 
But though he should double hi* charge, end 
incur an expense of eighteenpsnce am acre, 
there will be no great cause for complaint, if he 
can manage within * short timer to bring into 
the market plenty of sections, clearly defined, of 
good laod, and in the matt softsulblt situations.

The new Electoral Bill will be found in another 
part of onr issue to-day. Comments upon it* 
nature, its design, and the inevitable effects of 
its operation, we reserve for a future occasion. 
For the present we merely lecapLttilat* it* lead- 
ing features. 

It repeal* th* Electoral Act of 1SS1, and put- 
tiona of the Constitution Act. 

It increases the number of meaibtn In the 
Assembly to siity-eight, or fourteen mora than 
at present 

The police districts an mads the basis of the 
electoral ditti lets. 

The city it divided into four districts, to three 
of which two member* each are awarded, and to 
the remaining on* three members. 

The Hamlets are divided into three districts, 
each having one nMmber, *.nd Ih* rest of tbe 
Sydney police district not included in either of 
these electorate* ia divided into two districts, a 
northern and a southern, each returning on* 
member- The metropolis and It* suburbs 
therefore return fourteen members, or rather 
more than one fif'h of the entire representation. 

Betides th* metropolis, there are seven town 
electorates, in three instance* two toirnt being 
grouped together to form districts, these towns 
altogether returning eight members The re- 
maining electorate* are alt police dintticts, either 
single or grouped together, no attempt being 
made to separate the tows and rural popu- 
lttion. 

Out of the sixty-eight members to be re tarried, 
there still bs only twelve for the pastoral dis- 
tricts. The metropolitan police district alone, 
with its fourteen member*, will overbear the 
whole pastoral tret ol the country. Th* inland 
town* atso will he** aia* members, lite ssttlsa 
districts twenty-eight, and the mixed districts 
til. 

The franchise ia intended to every adult male 

of six months' residence in the electorate for 
which he votes. To this is superadded a properly 
franchise for all freeholders of property worth a 
hundred pour.dc, and leaseholders of pro petty 
worth ton pounds * year, provided the lease hu 
three yean to run. The salary qualification it 
abolished. Certain officials are dft qualified 
from voting or canvassing. 

Iu nuking tip the electoral lists, voters will 
not be called upon a* at present for their names 
and qualifications, but they are to take die 
(rouble to send in their claims. 

Noratnationi are to b* public. Election! are to 
be by ballot 

These are th* main features of the Bill. 
There are of course the ordinary provisions for 
framing and revising the electoral lists, for 
issuing writs, holding election a, petitioning 
against returns, and preventing bribery.

At the meeting of the Bonded Storekeeper* 
held to-day. a mesaejra was received from th* 
ban. the Colonial Treasurer, intimatine, that al- 
though the Govern went could not interfere with 
the rental as provided for by Act of Council, be 
would receive tbe rentals on account, and they 
might be subjected to future arrangement. 

According to late advioee from New Zealand, 
the tariff at present iu operation there has 
long bten tha caste of complaint.

a tingle beaver or silk hat will pay more duty 
than a package of jewellery which miy be worth 
a thousand pounds.
